H. Wallace Caldwell, president of 
the board, declared Mr. Bogan would 
be free of political interference in 
performing his duties, a promise most 
reassuring to the new superintendent, 
who acted as first assistant to Wil- 
liam McAndrew during that official's 
last two years as head of the system, 
at the close of which the board voted 
that he be ousted. In his speech of 
acceptance, Mr. Bogan voiced grati- 
tude for such assurance, and said the 
public schools should be conducted 
solely “on a basis of merit.” 

Acting as head of the school system, 
but. without the title and salary, with- 
out the power of initiative or authori- 
ty, which remained with the board, Mr. 
Bogan ran the office during the entire 
1927-28 school term. His record dur- 
ing that time, speeches of the, trustees 
showed yesterday, was a large factor 
in his selection as superintendent at 
$16,000 a year. 

Nominated by Vice-President Bran- 
denberg, Mr. Bogan received the unan- 
imous vote of ten trustees. Trustee 
James Hemingway, the eleventh mem-
